New South Wales aud Prince Alfred. 

Howovor much in common with all 
civilizod mon wo may condemn tho 
atrocious attempt upon tho life of tho 
young Princo, wo cannot say we ud« 
miro tho tono of loyalty it baa pro- 
ducod throughout tho political, social 
and religious oircloa ot Sydney and 
tho oolonios generally. Tho colonists 
fooling outraged in thoir loyalty and 
hospitality, aro running into extremes 
■which aro cortainly noithor dignified 
nor just. In tho lirat placo, thoy aro 
trying all that people can do to have 
the name ot tho oolony changed to 
Alfredia or AHrodland, and havo pass- 
e„ through both Houses of tho Logiss 
laturo an not to suppress troason-feU 
ony, which reflects somewhat upon 
tho groat good senso and discrimina- 
tion of tho members, and which cannot 
possibly survive Imperial indig- 
nation. Tho provision ot tho second 
olauso of this bill, makes it a felonious 
act, to bo punished with penal servi- 
tado for life, or not loss than soven 
years, far any person proposing a 
peaceful and friendly separation of those 
colonies from tho British Crown. 
Thon by clause 9, any person refusing 
to join in a loyal toast or demonstra- 
tion to Ifor Majesty, shall bo guilty of 

•~*u mi8domeatiorj-£ii«»ti.vTO-"A^&s appre- 
hended by anyono without a warrant, 
and on conviction may bo imprisoned 
with or without hard labor for auy 
period undor two yoara. But, enough 
of this. Suroly it is no way to prevent 
orimo, by tho Legislature doing vio- 
lonoo to all tho fundamental prinoii- 
pleB of common justioo and our naiion-i 
al jurisprudence and good sonso. Lot 
tho Fenians and thoir agents of mur- 
der bo punishod without raeroy whon 
found guilty of treason and assassina- 
tion ; but lot not tho innocont sudor 
for tho wicked, and tho groat privilege 
of froo political thought aud speech 
be saorifioed on their aooount. It is 
said nothing soabominablo has scarce- 
ly been passed by a Logislaturo since 
the days of Nebuchadnezzar's timo, 
and it nlmoBt seems so. Tho social out- 
break of this spurious, offensive, 
and unnatural loyalty was not less 
extravagant than tho political. It was 
propoBod to build a hospital on tho 
spot whero the Princo was shot, and 
£30,000 wore instantly planned down, 
for that purposo. It is Baid to bo 
safor for a Frenchman to sing the 
Marseillaiso in tho Tuillories than for 
an Irishman to say Erin-go Brngh in 
Sydney. Yet tho Irish, as a nation, do 
not sympathize with tho Fenian move- 
ment nor countenance thoir assassina- 
tions. This unduo haste, if allowed,

The Daily New* of 3rd June says: — If 
Mr Eyre dasires on'y impunity, he haa everv 
reason to be satisfied with tho issue of the 
proceedings yesterday ia tbo Court ol 
Queen's Boncb. The Grand Jury have de- 
clined to find a true bill against him on tho 
charges presented to thorn in lolalion to his 
conduct while Governor ol Jamicu. If, on 
tbo other band, be desires thit his conduct 
should be fully investigated, and that a jury 
of his oountrymen should reverse, by a 
solemn verdict, the cocdsmnntion of tbe 
Royal Commissioners, his disuppointmont 
must be koen. Two successive Secretaries 
of Stato, belonging todiflerent political par- 
ties, nave echoed the rensuro of the Royal 
Commission. Tho House of Commons has 
deplored iu a solemn resolution, the exces- 
sive punishments impoied under Mr Eyre'e 
rule, and espocinlly the unnecessary Ire- 
quoncy with which tbo puniabment of death 
was inflicted.
